an average of 3.32 per cent. This 
two per cent cut would reduce the 
annual financial obligations of the

Amount of Land Reserved 
For Relative of Home- 
steader 160 Acres 


The amount of land which may be 
reserved for entry for the relative 
of a homesteader shall not be more 
than 160 acres, according to a bill 
to amend the Provincial Lands Ac: 
introduced into the legislature by 
Hon. Hugh W. Allen, minister of 
Jands and mines. 

The bill as a whole is to bring 
up to the minute the act passed 
when the house took over its natural 
resources in 1930. During the pres- 
ent session there have been many 
suggestions for amending the bill, 
with Joseph M. Dechene, Libera), 
St. Paul; L. A, Giroux, Liberal, 
Grouard and Hugh J. Montgomery, 
Liberal, Wetaskiwin, taking a lead- 
ing part in pressing for amend- 
| ments. 


| DEALT IN ORDER 

One section provides that appli- 
cations for homestead entry shall 
be dealt with in the order in which 
they are received.

Permission is given for perform- 
ance of homestead duties on a farm 
within a radius of nine miles of 
the homestead of any area’ approved 
by the minister. 


MODIFICATION PROVIDED 

There is also a modification of 
provisions as to the completion of 
homestead duties in case of the 
death of the entrant by permitting 
the sale of the homestead right 
upon such terms as may be pre- 
scribed by the minister. Similar 
modifications are provided when 
the entrant becomes mentally dis- 
eased or mentaliy incompetent. 

Provision is made for the issu- 
ance of title to an alien home- 
steader who has been refused na!- 
uralization merely because he has 
not an adequate knowledge of 
either English or French. 

There is a repeal of requirements 
that provincial lands shall not be 
sold otherwise than by public auc- 
tion and the requirement thal the 
minimum price at which land may 
be sold to an incapacitated home- 
stead entrant shall be $1 an acre.

When anybody lends money to the Gov- 
ernment of Canada he assumes no risk what- 


ever. Only in the circumstance that the 
taxpayers of the country went unanimously 
“broke” would he lose his investment; and in 


that circumstance he would fare no worse than 
if he had put his money into something else 
than national bonds 

Since he runs no 
the Government as 


risk, what he gets from 
interest on his money—- 
which the Government did not need to borrow 
from him—is simply a present. “Usury” is the 
less pleasant term applicable to this largess. He 
is made the pet of the state, and the taxpayers 
are obligated to pay back his money every 
twenty years or so, and still owe him the full 
amount. 

The Dominion is paying this year $138,000,- 
000 as interest, for the privilege of taking care 
of money which it has received in exchange for 
bonds, thus freeing the owners of the money 
from the risk they would have taken if they 
had put the money into business. The bill is 
$14,300,000 larger than it was five years ago, 
despite the fact that interest rates have gone 
down. It works out at about $13 per head for 
every man, woman and child in the country, 
$65 per year for the average family. 

No doubt is a kindly act—to them—for 
the country to thus take care of the money of 
certain citizens and pay them for the privilege 
of doing so. But we have come to the place 
where the taxpayers cannot stand the strain. 
And there is no reason why they should. The 
Government can issue money as easily as it 
can issue bonds, and retire the money on the 
same rms and far more easily than it can 
retire the bonds, since it would have no in- 
terest to pay.

fifty years ago on April 2, the most 
terrible massacre in Western Canadian history 
took place at Frog Lake, near Battleford. The 
French priests were holding solemn service. 
All the people of the post were there when the 
Indians, headed by Wandering Spirit, seized 
them, forced them into the 
police birracks and massa- 
cred nine of them. Thomas 
Trueman Quinn, the Indian 
agent, and Father Fafard 
died by rifle shot at the hands 
of Wandering Spirit himself. 
The remaining victims, John 
Delany, farming instructor, 
John C. Gowanlock, George 
Dill, John Willicraft, Father 
Felix Marchand and Charles 
Gouin, a loyal  halfbreed, 
were slain by the followers of Wandering Spirit, 
and against the protests of the Chief Big Bear. 

None of the accounts I have seen mention 
the interesting fact that the sole male to be 
spared and now the sole survivor, William 
Bleasdall Cameron, is still with us. At his home 
at Lac La Biche, where he has a drug store and 
is a regular reader of The Edmonton Bulletin, 
Mr. Cameron is still active, both in body and 
mind. He wrote “When Fur Was King” in 
collaboration with the late Walter Moberly. 
More recently he wrote an excellent history of 
the troublous times in which he took part, “The 
War Trail of Big Bear,’ and some radio plays 
of western history. Mr. Cameron, who was a 
youthful employee of the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany at the time of the massacre, speaking the 
Cree tongue and well-liked by the tribesmen, 
was held as hostage. He had many exciting 
adventures until he made his escape. Later he 
figured as a witness at the trial of the Indian 
chiefs at Regina, and speaks highly of the noble 
character of Big Bear. 

I can only speculate on the age of Mr. Cam- 
eron, and hope that I may be as active in body 
and youthful in mind as he when I am the age 
I deduce him to be. On a Christmas card with 
a photograph of Lac La Biche he extois the 
beauty of the place and has invited me to visit 
him in summer. He's an admirer of Gerry Mc- 
Geer, whose career and policies he follows with

One may live weeks without food, days 
without water, but barely a few minutes if the 
air supply is shut off. Everyone depends upon 
a steady supply of air for the maintenance of 
life. It is said to have been determined by a 
series of scientific experiments that after a per- 
son has become asphyxiated 
the first tissues in the body to 
suffer are those of the brain 
and nervous system. Other 
parts of the body may exist 
for a comparatively long 
time without additional oxy- 
gen, but the brain, being of 
such delicate structure, must 


have a constantly renewed 
supply.

merely by learning to breathe correctly. As 
long as life lasts, the vital oxygen of the at- 
mosphere is taken into the lungs, thereby sup- 
plying this precious element. 

A plentiful supply of oxygen in the blood is 
important, not only to supply the requirements 
of the body but to act as a protective agent 
against many toxins which, unless oxidized, 
might cause serious illness or death. Most of 
us do not breathe deeply enough because the 
muscles of breathing have been insufficiently 
developed and we must make a definite effdrt 
before we will learn to breathe more deeply. 


It does not take much breathing to sustain 
life, but if we want to be radiating examples 
of vitality we must learn to develop our breath- 
ing apparatus to a degree not known by the 
average person. Learn diaphragmatic control 
as taught to singers. Whether you ever intend 
to sing a note or not, this development of your 
breathing apparatus will be of service to you 
regardless of your station in life. 

It is not as much value to you to practice 
deep breathing exercises every few days when 
you think about it, or when a lecture or an 
article reminds you of breathing deeply, as it 
is to build this into your system as a habit 
which you will do unconsciously every minute 
of the day and night.

And Wages

The immediately practical way to create work and wages is 
to reverse our old way of borrowing at interest, and mow to ad- 
vance the credit of the Federal government to works which can 
pay back advances out of earnings. 


On this basis‘an issue of money could be authorized to be spent 
in opening up the Peace River country. The money could be 
used in railway construction, on the terms that three years after 
completion of each section of railway, three per cent of the 
amount of money spent on that section shouid be repaid and re- 
tired annually 


It would be good money because it would be secured on specific 
assets with definite provision for retirement. 


In the direct process of railway building at ijeast five thousand 
men could be employed and therefore called from rélief subsist- 
ence into actual earning power. Five thousand men on relief, 
many of whom have families, under present relief scales, will 
cost the country at least two million dollars per year, in dead loss. 


Transferring them into construction work, at reasonable wages, 
Will transform this loss into a profit; will bring natural assets into 
active earning account on a ratio of more than one hundred to 
one in comparison with the money spent; and will add profitable 
volume to all the production and manufacturing of Canada. 


This is so unquestionably true that one would think it would 
only have to be stated once in order to get action. The truth 
makes no impression on the non-constructive defeatist mind. This 
mind is welded to the belief that it is better to hang on to soine- 
thing than to build something. 


This belief can only carry along until the people in distress 
amount to a majority of the people in the country; then the weight 
of distress will overthrow our political and financial institutions. 
This has happened in all the European countries except Great 
Britain already. We think it cannot happen in North America 
—but it is just as sure as death and taxes once the majority falls 
into the hopelessness of distress. So long as there is any hope 
that things will come back, the public will stay hitched; but once 
hope vanishes revolution comes in. 


Here we have the impelling reason for getting on the construc- 
tion basis now; and the ene direction in which immediate results 
can be shown is by bpening up the Peace River country. 


“Many other avenues will open once the country gets a surge 
of improvement under way due to the business distributing effect 
of a major movement of population into the West; but only the 
commencement of railway construction will get people moving 
into the new development area. There is no risk of loss; and no 
need of any frenzied finance. Just a moderate amount of money, 
directly spent on productive work, and absolutely secured for 
repayment and retirement. No other nation in the world has 
such an opportunity on such safe and easy terms.
